3-2 vote gives Heritage Crossing the green light

The Didsbury Municipal Planning 
Commission (MPC) approved a develop¬ 
ment permit for the proposed Heritage 
Crossing condo project during its meeting 
last week. 

Developer Morris Monk applied for a per¬ 
mit to construct a 52-unil apartment style 
condominium al tire comer of 21 Avenue 
and 21 Street. MPC gave tin 1 gn-en light to 
the project with conditions mostly relating 
to relaxing site coverage and parking 
requirements. 

Meniliers voted :3-2 in favour of giving the 
l>ermit, with Mel C rot hers, Gayle Veno and 
Rick Mousseau approving the application, 
while Brian Wittal and LaVar Adams 
opposed the hid. During the vote, two MIV 
members opted to excuse themselves from 
the vote. 


Laura Tanner and (lord Fulton Lin'd a con¬ 
flict of interest in their reasoning for not vot¬ 
ing on the matter. 

Tanner’s reasoning was related to a pecu¬ 
niary interest while Fulton’s was that he is 
the owner of land adjacent to the develop¬ 
ment. 

Veno, the MIV board chair asked that 
Tanner and Fulton leave the room during the 
vote. 

“They were askml to leave the room rather 
than sit in the gallery because they have 
been participating in the discussions and the 
chair felt they should not In- present for the 
vote," said Luana Smith, Didsbury manager 
of legislative and planning services. 

“This Is quite common." 

Council voted last month to approve first 
reading of a rezoning application for two 
parcels of kind located next to the lot of the 
fuluro complex. 

Monk hopes if the rezoning is approved, to 


amalgamate the two parcels into his existing 
lot to create a 52-apartment complex with 
parking. 

In order to do so, the two homes on the 
parcels next to his property will have to l>e 
tom down or moved. 

While some neighbours supported the 
idea, saying something needs to replace the 
current empty lot, others had concerns 
about tin' houses living tom down and the 
introduction of the apartment-style complex 
in their neighliourhood. 

The application was approved with condi¬ 
tions tluit included: 

• that lots 11-17, block 10, Plan 4741 lie 
consolidated into one lot; 

• a development agreement be entered 
into with the Town of Didsbury; 

• a waiver of the minimum parcel size lie 
granted; 

• a waiver of the minimum sideyard set¬ 
back be granted for the west sideyard, from 


(i metres to 3 metres for that 40’ central por¬ 
tion of the western sideyard of the building 
only; 

• a waiver he granted for the maximum 
parcel coverage, from the required 55 per 
cent to the proposed 06.4 per cent; 

• a waiver lie granted for the parking 
requirements of the proposed development, 
from a minimum of 80 stalls to 85 parking 
stalls with the recommendation that two 
additional mature Inn's Ik* included in the 
landscaping plan; all site servicing and infra¬ 
structure lie to the City of Calgary standards; 

•that satisfactory arrangements be made 
for the provision of utilities and services; a 
geotechnical study be completed for the 
underground parkade, to the Town of 
Didsburys satisfaction; a stormwater man¬ 
agement plan, acceptable to the Town of 
Didsbury, lie provid'd; the MIV set a maxi¬ 
mum height allowance of 19.41 metres 
(63’8“). 
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Elevator construction continues 

Construction on the museum’s elevator is on hold for 
now. “At the moment we’re at a standstill,’’ said museum 
director Frankie Kelley, last week. The floor at the front 
entrance has collected moisture over the years, she 
explained, adding that it looks like a bunch of potholes 
are in the ground. Before construction can resume on the 
elevator, that will shuttle people from the front entrance 
to exhibits at the top floor of the museum as well as help¬ 
ing people down to the bathrooms in the basement, the 
floor at the entrance needs to be levelled and have a fin¬ 
ish put on it, she explained. She said once that’s complete 
it will be back to completing the elevator. The board of 
directors for Didsbury and District Historical Society col¬ 
lected the last of the necessary 113,850 grant dollars in 
May to build an elevator to give seniors and those unable 
to climb stairs a chance to view the museum in its entire¬ 
ty.

been fortunate with the quality of interns,” said CAO Roy 
Brown to council last month. “Two became managers we 
were sorry to see leave our employ not too long ago," he 
said referring to Brittany Wickham, former manager of 
legislative services, and Darren Reedy, manager of corpo¬ 
rate resources.

Town admits unwarranted delay 

Town admin agrees more steps should have been taken 
for providing homeowners of Rosebud Estates assess¬ 
ment notices. 

In July, residents packed into council chambers to 
inform council their mill rate was too high because their 
assessed property value jumped too high, too fast. In 
2010, average land assessed in Rosebud Bay sat at 
$150,520 and jumped to $256,780 in 2011, an increase of 
70 per cent. 

“I can completely empathize with ... the residents. I 
would be angry too," wrote CAO Roy Brown in his report 
to council last month. 

He said administration needs to look at being more 
aware of significant increases in assessed values and take 
immediate steps at the beginning of the year to notify 
homeowners. He also suggests council look at sending 
assessment notices as soon as possible in the new year. 

“I believe that this should have been caught by adminis¬ 
tration earlier and steps should have been taken to help 
any property owner in a similar circumstance.”

Police dogs called in to collar 
suspects who evaded police

A pursuit by police ended 
with the arrest of two indi¬ 
viduals near Bergen. 

Didsbury RCMP received 
a report of a possible 
impaired driver at around 
2:30 p.m. on Aug. 10. 

According to RCMP Sgt. 
Jeff Jacobson, during 
police patrols in search of 
the vehicle described as a 
red FI50 truck, an officer 
located the vehicle turning 
off of Hwy. 582 and on to 
Rge. Rd. 3-1. 

“The officer attempted to 
stop the vehicle and the 
vehicle did come to a stop," 
Jacobson said. 

“As the officer 
approached the vehicle, 
the driver of the vehicle 
stepped on the gas and 
took off from him.” 

A different RCMP mem¬ 
ber found the truck turning 
on to Hwy. 766. 

"It increased in speed as 
it passed the second mem¬ 
ber," Jacobson added. 

“The vehicle then turned 
on to 582 westbound and 
fled the scene.” 

According to Jacobson, 


about an hour later police 
received a call about a red 
Ford FI50 that had gone 
through a camp area south 
of Bergen. 

“It became high-centred 
in a field area,” Jacobson

The occupants exited the 
vehicle and fled the scene, 
police said. 

“Subsequently, with the 
assist of the RCMP police 
dog service there was cor¬ 
nered off an extensive 
search that was conducted 
for these individuals,” 
Jacobson said. 


Two individuals were 
apprehended several hours 
later in a bush area. 

“They came up in front of 
a fish and wildlife officer," 
Jacobson said. 

Police say the man was 
under the influence of 
drugs at the time of the 
arrest. 

Charges are pending 
against a 27-year-old man 
and a 15-year-old girl, both 
from the Calgary area. 

Charges are pending 
against the man with rela¬ 
tion to flight from police 
and the traffic safety act. 
Police are also pursuing 
charges connected to sim¬ 
ple possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance. 

Jacobson said the man was 
found in possession of a 
small amount of crack 
cocaine and 14 grams of 
crystal meth. The man was 
on a community sentence 
order at the time of the 
offence.

Students deserve 
drug-free school 
communities

With schools across West 
Central Alberta gearing up for 
the start of the 2011-12 school 
year, students of all grades are no 
doubt both sad to see the sum¬ 
mer go but also happy to once 
again be meeting up with their 


classmates. 

As with every new school year, this upcoming 
year holds the promise of lots of great learning 
opportunities and extracurricular activities, and 
plenty of student socializing. 

Yet as with other schools across the province, 
schools in this district also face a number of mod¬ 
em hurdles, not the least of which is narcotics find¬ 
ing their way into school communities. 

As it has in past years, the Chinook’s Edge School 
Division will no doubt be working hard this year to 
ensure students are protected and shielded, as 
much as possible, from drug traffickers who make 
it their business to target students, including those 
in the younger grades. 

Chinook's Edge has one of the most comprehen¬ 
sive substance abuse policies anywhere in the 
province in place to combat illegal drugs. 

Policy 3-1 states that the division “believes stu¬ 
dent use of alcohol and non-prescription drugs is 
detrimental to the learning process and is therefore 
prohibited in schools, on school property or during 
school-related activities.” 

Under the policy, school officials are instructed to 
cooperate with law enforcement agencies for the 
surveillance of trafficking or use of controlled sub¬ 
stances on school premises. 

“The RCMP are to be contacted if a criminal 
offence has been committed, or a perceived danger 
to the well-being of staff or students exists,” the pol¬ 
icy states. “A student observed in the act of provid¬ 
ing alcohol or drugs to another student shall be 
reported immediately to the principal. The principal 
shall suspend the student and may recommend to 
the superintendent that the student be expelled.” 

As well as enforcement, the policy also calls on 
educators to “ensure that educational programs 
include components designed to increase students’ 
knowledge of the facts relating to controlled sub¬ 
stances and alcohol.” 

With young people spending a great deal of their 
time at schools, having education and enforcement 
programs and policies in place at the school level is 
obviously one of the best ways to make sure illegal 
drugs don’t find footholds in school communities. 

Of course parents, caregivers and other stake¬ 
holders must also do their parts throughout the 
year to make sure young people are aware of the 
dangers of drug abuse. 

The upcoming 2011 - 2012 school year promises 
lots of great tilings for st udents of all ages - as such, 
making school communities drug-fret 1 is in every¬ 
one’s best interest.

Didsbury’s Zac Overwater, 15, 
had the chance of a lifetime this 
summer: To play for Team 
Alberta’s U-15 boys basketball 
team in the Western Canada 
Summer Games in Kamloops.

Kuelker property a year and a half ago. 

TIh> truck, from 1953, no longer ran and was left parked 
on the front lawn of the museum. 

“You couldn’t even see the sign," he said. 

The paint on the old community fire truck was peeling 
badly, running boards and floor boards were rotting, 
upholstery was cracked and torn, windows were missing 
and some tires were threadbare. This old truck needed 
lots of hard work, love, patience and inventive ideas and 
solutions. 

Museum director Frankie Kelly said little is known 
about the history of the fire truck besides old photos and 
the vehicle itself. She said she doesn’t know who donated 
it to the museum or exactly how long it’s been there, but 
said it is something known by the community and is fea¬ 
tured on some of the town’s postcards. 

Now that it’s been properly restored and can run, the 
museum plans to have it driven in the upcoming parade 
August 20. 

But getting it going was no easy feat. 

“I worked on cars my whole life. I taught shop for 14 
years at SAIT,” said 
Gerbandt, who thought the 
restoration was going to be 
a piece of cake. But finding 
the supplies, and while on 
a budget, proved trickier 
than first imagined. 

The first thing t hey need¬ 
ed was an engine. They 
found an old motor in a 
combine out in a field but 
the motor seized. 

After putting an ad on 
the radio they located a complete truck in Carstairs, hut 
dial engine also seized. They were then able to get an 
engine from a man in Sundre and had to fix the valves 
before putting it into the truck. 

It still would not run, so they worked on the rings with 
the motor inside the truck. But now that the engine had 
compression, tin* starter wouldn't crank the engine, so 
they searched diligently for a starter and finally found one 
at Heavy Metal Auto Wrecking in Trochu. 

Finally, success, ami the motor started. What a great 
sound at long hist! 

The more they worked on the truck they realized that 
there was always something else to repair. 

A complete new radiator was made in Red Deer, since 
the old one was beyond repair. Although the body of the 
truck seemed to be in fair shape, there was more damage 
to the body than first observed. When a part would fit. 
and work, everyone all cheered at the museum. But there 
were days when things didn't go so well and “we all just 
kept quiet,” said Kelly. 

New running boards were built and replaced and lend¬ 
ers were fitted to the doors. 

As the body and paintwork began to take shape, it start¬ 
ed to become evident that the brakes wore locking up. 
After extensive brake work, they found a totally corroded 
brake booster. Back to Trochu; Gerbandt climbed on a 
tarp under an old I nick in a soaking wet, weed-infested 
field of old t nicks to get another brake booster. 

After the parade, the tmck will remain on the lawn at 
the museum, available for anyone who would like to take 
pictures.

Didsbury resident Dale 
Hunter has turned a hobby 
into both a source of rev¬ 
enue and a way to give 
back to the community he 
was born and raised in. 

Hunter has built a scale 
replica of a chuckwagon 
driven by Drumheller’s 
Colt Cosgrave, which will 
be a featured item auc¬ 
tioned off at the Rotary 
Club’s radio auction on 
October 19 and 20. 

Although Hunter was 
bom and raised in 
Drumheller, spending 46 of 
his years there, he and his 
wife Karen now reside in 
Didsbury, where he works 
as assistant manager of 
public works for the town. 

Hunter said he jumped at 
the chance to build one for 
the Drumheller Rotary 
radio auction when Fisher 
called to request his skills. 

“I lived in Drumheller for 
most of my life, and Jim 
Fisher was a very good 
friend of my father's too. 

The scale model chuck- 
wagon being donated is a 
replica of one driven by 
Colt Cosgrave, a wagon 
recognizable throughout 
the badlands for its dis¬ 
tinct polka dot pattern. 

“The polka dot wagon 
box has been in the 
(Cosgrave) family for 50 
years,” said Hunter. 

Donating his handiwork 
is nothing new for Hunter, 
who said he has previously 
built wagons for a handful 
of other causes. 

The first wagon he made 
was for a ladies’ luncheon 
charity auction in Red 
Deer that was raising 
money for a young boy 
who was sick. 

“I love it, especially if 1 
can help out a community 
or some like that little guy 
that was sick. It’s a good 
feeling." 

Hunter said he figures he 
has made roughly 25-30 
other replica chuekwagons 
since then, which have 
either been sold or donat¬ 
ed.

“I know most of the 
wagon drivers. Now most 
of the wagons have decals 
on them, so I get a hold of 
their person and 1 tell them 
the size of this wagon, and 
then they just downsize the 
decals for me.” 

The Cosgrave replica 
was hand painted, 
although the polka dots are 
decals, said Hunter. 

“It is quite a bit of work, 
but it’s kind of rewarding. 
And the wheels all turn, 
and the steering works on 
them. They’re quite a little 
rig." 

He uses plywood for the 
body, which he fills and 
sands, “so you get a nice 
smooth finish on them," 
and MDF for the wheels, 
which he hand-routers 
with the assistance of a 
pattern. 


“1 cut all the wheels with 
a router. If you use your 
router on MDF, it’s so 
smooth there’s hardly any 
sanding to do." 

“It’s about an eight-hour 
day to cut 32 wheels. And 
that’s going pretty hard." 

His wagons have sold for 
anywhere between $1,700 
and $4,300 at auctions. 

Auction funds will be put 
towards the Rotary Club’s 
involvement with youth 
projects, both in 
Drumheller and abroad, 
said Jim Fisher, a 
Rotary member and auc¬ 
tion committee. 

“It’s heartwarming that 
they remember us,” said 
Fisher. 

Fisher said Hunter’s 
projects are not only a 
great way to raise funds for 
good causes, but an excel¬ 
lent way to pay tribute to 
western athletes.
